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MR. DENNY'S MESSAGE

The Mayor Will Give Some Opin-
ions to the Conneil To-Morrow.

Calls Attention to the Necessity of a
Pesthouse—The Administra-
tion of Finances.

Mayvor Denny will submit his annual mes-
sage to the Council at its meeting to-mor-
row night. With it will be submitted the
annual reports of the heads of departments,
all of which have now been filed with the
Mayor. As the present administration has
been in power but a few months, the mes-
gage will be brief and chiefly covering the
period since the election. The conditions of
the difterent departments prior to that time
will be submitted in the reports of the de-

partments. Several questions that have
arisen since the date of the annual reports,
all of which are dated as of Jan 1, will re-
ceive special mention in the Mayor's mes-
sage, and brought to the attention of the
clity legisiature in this way.

Among the matters which have arisen
since the compietion of the reports and
which will be especlally referred to by the
chief executive, Is the recent change made
in the specifications for asphalt pavements.
The message will set forth in full the
changes made and give the reasons for mak-
ing them. During the agitation as to the

comparative merits of the different asphalt
productions three companies have appeared,
sach claiming to have the superior asphalt,
and under these conditions it was deemed
ingdvisable to bind the city to any partic-
ular product. The new rules under which
appointments in the Department of Safety
are made will also recelve the considera-
tion of the Mayor., These rules have been
ad and have taken effect since the re-
m‘r.t of the department was submitted. In
connection the attention of the Coun-
c¢il will also be called to the adoption of
the civil-service rules as adopted by the
cabinet at its last meeting. The message
will also call attention to the enforcement
of the saloon and gambling laws under the
t administration. The Mayor is well
with the firm stand of the Board
of Public Safety in regard to the enforce-
ment of thesas laws, and his message will
commend it for its determined effort and
success In this respect.

INCREASED THE VALUE

A Big Benefit to the Property Was
the Meek-Street Improvement.

The Claim Set Forth in Reply to Wayne
MacVeaglh's Suit in the Feder-
al Court.

The Meek-street improvement case had
another inning in the federal court yester-
day, when W. V. Rooker, attorney for Bev-
erly Porter, the contractor, flled the latter's
answer and demurrer to the amended bill
of the plaintiffs, Wayne MacVeagh and
others. The plaintiffs, it will be recalled,
are seeking to enjoin the collection of some
£.000 costs for improving the roadway in
front of their property on Meek street. The
contractor claims that the improvement in-
creases the value of their property $,000, so,
according to that, they would be $,000
ahead after paying the contractor.

In the demurrer, the contractor holds

that according to plaintiffs’ own bill they
are not entitled to the injunction. The ad-
ministrator of th> Bobhs estate, he claims,
is a necessary purt;l'_ to the suit, but has
not been made s0. The plaintiffs, he says,
have joined in their amended bill distinct
matters which under the law ought not to
be joined In the same bill; namely, the in-
validity of a certain contract made by and
between the respondonts, the city and the
contractor, and the charge that on account
of the work not being done according to
contract he should not be paid for it

Mr. Porter further claims that after re-
monstrating before the Board of Publie
Works against the improvement, the plaint-
iffis did mot appeal from the action of the
board when the remonstrance was over-
ruled, which right is guaranteed to them
by the laws of the State,

In the contractor's answer it is averred
that James H. Fisher had died long prior
to the time when It g8 alleged in the
amended bill that he flled with the Board
of Public Works a remonstrance against
the lmprovement In question, and that the
remonstrance meant was made In aaother
and a different I{mprovement resolution,
adopted Oct. §, 1892; also, that throughout
the progress of the work John J. Cameron,
a colegatee under the will of Mrs., Bobbs,
was frequently at and about the work and
made suggestions regarding it which, when
deemed good, were carried out; that alter
the work had been finished he was repeated-
l{l assured by the agents and attornrys of
the complainants that he would be paid for
the improvement,and was by them requested
to delay the bringing of the suit and to give
the owners of the real estate all the grace
he could, which he did.

It is dented that proper publication was
not made; that plaintiffs were not given the
right of remonstrance; that the work was
not properly done; that any remonstrance
was filed against the improvement or any
objection made to the contract, cost of the
work, its performance or any other feature
of the improvement, and it is clalmed that
the first intimation that the defendant con-
tractor had of such objection was a few
hours before the suit was entered in the
federal court,
